NEW YORK PLANS Bit 
BRYAN RECEPTION ON 
RETURN NEXT SPRING 


W ASHINGTON—William J. Bryan is 
to come home in the early spring, and 
already arrangements are being made to 
give him a lively reception in New York, 
banquet and speeches. Quite 
properly, it is announced that Mr. Bryan 
will not attempt to discuss politics on 
that occasion, his absence from the coun- 
try making it inadvisable that he should 
do so, but that he will confine himself to 
a talk in which he will tell about South 
America and what he saw there. 

It is probably due to Mr. Bryan’s ab- 
sence from the country that there has 
been more or less fervid revival of the 
talk of nominating somebody else for the 
presidency in 1912. At least, that is 
the explanation offered by Democrats 
in this city.

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EW YORK—The building of the 
New York childr#h’s court at Third 
avenue and Eleventh 

Children’s Court street is to be torn 

to Have down this spring, to 

a now Building be replaced by a 

new $150,000 struc- 
ture. This change will involve wiping 
out an old Jandmark and the opening of 
a new chapter in the city’s history. 

The old building, erected in 1868, for 
the past eight years has been used by 
two departments, the children’s bureau 
of the department of charities and the 
children’s court. But the court has so 
expanded and its volume and variety of 
business are now such that it is neces- 
sary that it be provided with a new and 
more completely equipped building. 
Therefore the board of estimate has 
made the necessary appropriation and 
the children’s bureau will be moved 
away entirely, ‘\ 

The new quarters will contain certain 
features which are now lacking, such as 
a commodious courtroom, more suitable 
detention room, and better separation 
of older and younger children, There 
will also be a nursery and waiting room 
for parents. Other features will be in- 
cluded which will make the building a 
model in its equipment for other chil- 
dren’s courts throughout the world: 

New York’s children’s court was not the 
first institution of its kind in America. 
In fact this city has been backward 
from the first in the movement toward

»the proceedings in silken robes and sit- 
ting high on his bench, while the young 
offender is brought before him as if it 
| Were an ordinary police court. The court 
room is also accessible to everybody and 
anybody. These facts are still cited by 
reformers to show the backwardness of 


the progress here toward an ideal han- 
dling of child offenses, as compared with 
that of other cities, such as Boston, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Cleveland, Indianapolis 
or Brooklyn. 

The Brooklyn children’s while 
open to many of the same objections 
which gee so often urged against that in 
Manhattan, has, through the efforts of 
Judge Wilkin, developed partially along 

é@ progressive methods in togue else- 
where, and now conducts some of its 
hearings in chambers, where the judge, 
the child, the probation officer and the 
necessary witnesses are alone. The 
Brooklyn court has connected with it 
three probatien officers, employed by 
private charitable societies, where the 
Manhattan court has mo such officer at 
all. Chicago has 65 such officers. The 
detention quarters in Manhattan are not 
what they might be and no provision is 
made for the Jeisure hours of the chil- 
dren, either in the line of instruction or 
amusement.

The small construction | 
builders, it was stated, did not need 
such a Jaw, as they did not experience 
great difficulty in placing their mort- 
gages. . 

The bill would allow investment in 
bonds where the value of the mortgage 
is greater than 60 per cent of the value 
of the real estate and not over 70 per 
cent of the funds of the bank to be so 
invested. The bill also provides that 
the investments be approved by the bank 
commissioners. ’ 

C. W. Whittier, a large real estate 
dealer in Boston, said that he had been 
instrumental in putting up many large 
buildings in the city. In order to do this 
it was necessary to raise large amounts 
of funds by mortgage. He said that 
there were only a few firms in the city 
who could handle a large mortgage and 
that extreme difficulty was experienced 
in placing them. 

He cited the instance of the bringing 
of the Henry Siegel Company to Boston. 
In this case it was necessary to place a 
mortgage of $3,500,000. A mortgage of 
this kind, he said, is very difficult to 
handle unless it can be split up by 
means of issuing bonds against it. He 
said that New York hag considerable aid- 
vantage over Boston in this respect under 
more favorable laws. 

The Real Estate Exchange of Boston 
notified the committee that it favored 
such a law. 

Robert H. Gardner, a large real estate 
trustee, in a letter said that he consid- 
ered that the law would be to advantage 
to both the savings banks and borrowers. 
Lawrence Minot, another large real es- 
tate trustee, also notified the committee 
that he considered such a law. would be 
advantageous and that he thought the 
present law could be so amended as 
to secure the rights of the banks. 

The opponents of the law are yet to 
be heard,

“ADDRESS ON CHILD ACTORS. 


Francis Wilson and J. E. Dodson de- 
livered addresses at the Hollis Street 
theater last evening, presenting argu- 
ments looking toward a modification of 
the present factory law in force in Mas- 
sachusetts which has been construed to 
forbid the employment of children on the 
stage. The playhouse was filled with a 
highly interested audience, and the gath- 
ering was presided over by the Rev. 
George L. Perin, pastor of the Universa- 
list church, Brookline. 

Mr. Wilson said that the decision of 
the Massachusetts supreme court has 
classed the “the few moments of daily 
artistic endeavor by children on the 
stage with the drudgety - the child in| 
the sweatshop, 
mills.” and that this had been supple- | 
mented by a statement by an official of | 
@ movement opposed to child labor to 
the effect that few child actors ever at- 
tain eminence in maturity in the theatri- 
cal profession. 

Mr. Wilson vigorously opposed this 
statement, declaring that “the very re- 
verse is the fact. Few actors have 
gained eminence or prominence on the 
stage who wee not child actors, from 
Macklin, 1690, to Julia Marlowe of the 
present day ai 

Mr. Wilson maintained that stage 
children were as well cared for and as 
well educated as children in other walks 
of life. He said that it ruined the illu- 
sion of a play to have a child’s parts 
plaved by diminutive adults, as must be 
done in this city if certain popular plays 
are to be given. 

In support of his declaration that the 
majority of noted players began their 
stage careers as children Mr. Wilson cited 
the names of many famous actors and 
actresses in history and on the contem- 
porary stage. 

Mr. Dodson also maintained that to 
become a great player beginning must 
usually ba made as .. cnild. He named 
a large number of plays which, he said. 
it was impossible to pregent without the 


services Of children.

GIRLS LEARNING 
A USEFUL TRADE 


(Continued from Page One.) 

long, neat aprons present a pleasing pic- 
ture as they busy themselves either at 
the turning wheels or the painting 
table. The room on the first floor of 
the Library Clubhouse at 18 Hull street, 
where the pottery is located, is inter- 
esting. Here the clay which has previ- 
ously been put through a 100 or 150 
mesh screen and then dried to the proper 
consistency, takes its shape on one of 
the two turning wheels either wholly by 
hand work or with the aid of proper 
tools by an operation called jiggering. 
One of the turning wheels is run by 
electric power and the other is a genu- 
ine type of “kick” wheel, the use of 
which has been identified with the mak- 
ing of pottery for centuries. 


The shaping, or turning, of a bowl by 
hand calls for a good deal of skill and 
takes much more time than when a 
mould is used. To watch a large dab of 
blue clay whirled and manipulated into 
an attractively shaped bowl, cup or per- 
chance a pitcher is well worth one’s time. 
In this same room are many specimens 
awaiting the first firing or “biscuit” fir- 
ing as it is called and others which have 
received their initial baking and tre 
ready for painting. The designs are 
mostly of animal subjects, although or- 
ders for special colorings and designs 
are often received. The “biscuit” fir- 
ing of the ware consumes nine or ten 
hours at an intense heat and the final 
baking from six to nine hours. The 
ware is glazed after being painted. , 

The kiln room is located in the base- 
ment, as are also the glazing room, the 
room where the clay is prepared for use 
and the room where the finished ware is 
stored preparatory 
packing of the kiln is bevun late in the 
afternoon and requires about four hours’ 
labor. 

A peek into the room where the com- 
pleted product adorns large tables and 
shelves certainly would appeal to the 
feminine heart. Here are to be seen 
vari-color bowls, both large and small, 
dainty salt holders, sets of cups and 
saucers and tiles‘ upon which are his- 
toric scenes of Boston. 

Mrs. James J. Storrow is at present 
the financial supporter of the enterprise, 
but it is hoped as soon as possible to 
make it self-supporting. The working 

is of the pottery, as has been said 
before, is not with an idea to charity, 
but largely for the purpose of training 
girls in an art that will bring them 
profitable returns whether they devote 
their life to it or not. Several of the 
girls now employed have signified in- 
tentions of continuing this work as a 
profession; they work eight hours a day, 
have a half holiday on Saturdays and 
receive a fortnight’s vacation. They are 
also allowed time out of each day to 
practise and add to their skill. 

The library clubhouse maintains a 
camp At West Gloucester and this spring 
intends to build a pottery for summer 
work ntiear the camp. With the view of 
raising funds for this purpose as well as 
for the girls’ camp the “Merchant of 
Venice” will be presented at Fenway 
Court, Mrs. John L.

weeks ago. 

General improvement in business and 
the announcement of improved service 
from this port to Europe have attracted 
thousands of tourists. It is estimated 
30.000 travelers will sail from 
Boston during the season. At all the 
clerks have been busy for weeks making 
reservations. 

Boston's steamship service will be aug 
mented by the addition of several large 
steamers. The White Star line has as- 
signed the handsome new steamer Me- 
gantic to the Boston Liverpool route fo 
make her first sailing from the other side 
March 15. She will berth at the new 
terminal of the Boston & Albany at Fast | 
Boston on her first visit. The Megantic 
ran in the Montreal service last season 
and became extremely popular. The Red 
Star line steamship Zeeland has been 
transferred to the White Star service, 
and with the Cymric will also run be- 
tween Boston and Liverpool. The old 
rumor that the White Star line contem- 
plates moving from Hoosac docks, 
Charlestown, té the Boston & Albany 
piers at East Boston, has again been 
revived, but has not yet been confirmed. 

The Cunard line will have the Ivernia 
and Saxonia to take care of its patrons, 
and the Leyland line will have its four 
big steamers, the Devonian, Canadian, 
Bohemian and Winifredian, making reg- 
ular trips to Liverpool. 

The Winifredian leaves Boston 
Wednesday for Liverpool, and upon her 
arrival there she will have a general 
overhauling. 

The Parisian, Laurentian and Numid- 
ian will maintain the Allan line service 
and the Romaniec and Canopic will, as 
usual, be run by the White Star from 
Boston to Naples and Genoa.

In the non-rush hours the 
company may curtail the number of trains, but must still have seats 
for all passengers. It is explained that the half-hour stipulation 
means that a passenger shall not be kept waiting at af’station more 
than half an hour tor a seat. : 

The order is intended to insure the maximum servi¢e of which 
the subway is capable. The half-hour loophole affords an oppor- 
tunity for endless disputes as to how long passengers have been kept 
waiting. Such is the eagerness of the American public in the great 
cities to reach its destination quickly that the majority of travelers 
would rather stand and go promptly- than wait and sit. The 
providing of seats and prompt transportation in the rush hours may 
seem to be almost an impossibility with the tacilities at the command 
of even the best-equipped roads. Yet the public is entitled to the 
best possible service. 

The extra expense of carrying out the New York order will 
foot up hundreds of thousands of dollars per annum. Railway 
officials say the issue is whether the public interests are better 
subserved by the standing during the rush hours of a comparatively 
small number of persons for a relatively short time, or whether, in 
order to do away with this situation and save a tew persons from 
standing a short distance, it is better to place this heavily increased 
operating expense upon the property.
